CoofLnaing rep«*ts froB inside, the suecass of th«i« 
c^amtions is also oade evident by the verbal attack xaade by the 
frisw Minister, Snvar Hoxba, at the recent Coagrese of the Albatalan 
Ooanamiet farty, where he sf>oke of Albanian %nr erisdnale and reae* 
ticouurles who ware using the faoilitiee plaeed at their diiqpeoHkl by 
*AngXo-ABeriean isperlalists^ to drop ^rotten leafXeta* and ^peiaened 
food.* Although the refarenoe to poisoned food was unikiubt«3ly 
intended to discourage Albanians fron piddng outth ev^pHee a# 
ware distributed by us in the name of the Albanian batlmial Ocnatlttee, 
the tlsdng of these accueatlons, eolneidlng as it does with the 
Soviet eponeored gem warfare campaign, led to the belief that it 
would be desirable to suspend j^paganda air drops for two or three 
we<dfs in order to reassoss the situation and detemine idiather sush 
<^«mtioBS play in any way into the hands of the CowaBmlat pr«q»giMads 
edpsrta. decision to suspffl&d operations waa circulated orvULly,

end ef the current month and at inteni^s of 6 to 6 weeks throuidt 
the arest ef the ywnr, it is essoatiaJL to furnish the field ianae* 
dlately with instructions as to wiiethcr the drop {pregraa is te be 
resuiaed axul executed as originally planned. It Is now felt that 
although the wlsdon of dropping food at this time is still uncertain, 
the continuation of propaganda leaflet dro|Ui and drops of hard 
siq^pUes such as nee^es tdll not provide the Comnunisto with acy 
tis^ble material which can be logically used against us in tbs 
bacterial warfare propaganda eaj^aign. Any deoisioa on our part 
to postpone further air operatiet^ would be merely yieldis^ to 
their efforts to force us to discontinue an activity idtich they 
fear and which is very distasteful to thee. It is therefore
